On 
the 29th January he was at Si-Ngan-fu, the 
capital of Shen-si, and on the 23rd February 
st Lan-cha-farn town in Kansu, - In his 
report he gives a narrative of his journey, 
and desoribes the difficulties of the passes, 
9000 feet high, which wore secended at 4 
temperature of 13 degrees below zero (Fahr.), 
and the. desolation caused by the long con- 
tinued famine in the provinces of Shen-si, 
Shan-si, and Honan. In Kansu the traces 
of the fifteen years’ Mahomedan rebellion 
are till visible, and: it ia scarcely yet 
repressed, Tho traveller was about starting 
for Suohau, twont-five days’ march distant ; 
arrived there, he would decide as to the 
further course of the Expedition.

A Revrse’s telegram, dated the Hsgue

maty of the’ subjects brought before the 
Conference, then proceeds to take. up the 
Messys in order and deal with them one’ 
by one, ‘* Most of the ensayiste (saya the 
writer) seem sepa! of the texts to 
which they have been picketed by the com- 
mittee of arrangements 3 and the lack of 
agreement between the papers and thelr 
titles, suggests the idea of a-general stam.

low this somewhat hareh statement are 
well worthy of a very careful study, show- 
{ng as they do most fairly, in our opinion, 
the relationship which now exists and 
which will eventually exist between the 
Chineac system of education (as Oun- 
facian) and the Christian. 

We must pass over several pages of inter- 
esting matter to allow ourselves time to 
touch on one or two. points relating ta 
education and literature, And here we 
ahall probably not be ab'e to agree with all 
the remarka of thé reviewer, for it seema to 
na that on these: particular subjects other 
people may have a claim to be heard from 
thelr point of view. For the sake of those 
who will not be able to peruse the article 
itaelf wo must be permitted to quote rather 
freely the author's, own words. Hoe says, 
“The alm of the paper-on ‘Vernacular 
Caristian Literavure’ is to establish some 
sort. of parallel between classical Chinese 
aud the Latin ofthe middle ages, aud to” 
snow that the. position of the men who are 
trying to give versions of the scriptures in 
colloquial of the Ohinesy.ts identical with 
that of the first translators of the Bible 
into the common tongue of the people.” 
We bad often been struck by the apposita- 
ness of the comparison, and. used it’ our- 
selves in our simplicity on aeveral occasions, 
But now we are told that ‘' The ambitious- 
ness of the parallel is ahead of its acouracy, 
Had the power of reading Latin, in the 
days of the Tudors, been aa common as the 
power of reading English now, had 
shopkeepera such a mastery of Latin as to 
have written all their business letters in the 
language of the schools; and had the 
peasants, who could noteven read, been 
to the habit of flinging off Latin quotations 
as freely as Baron Bradwardine in Waverly 
the firet translators of the scriptures into 
the tongue of the people might not have 
feltthe same crying need for their work 
they did.” As we read, we rab our eyes 
and ask whether wo are reading correctly, 
or, if there is no fault ‘in our reading, 
whether our logic {s not at fault. The idea 
the writer would seem to convey is that 
the power of reading Ohinege now is as 
commoa as the power of reading English 
among English people; that Chinese 
shopkeepers possess such a mastery of 
Chinese as to be able to write. all their 
business letters in the language ‘of, the 
sohools; and that peasants are quite as 
capable of-fi-nging off (whatever that may 
mean) Chinese quotations, as Baroa some- 
cody in Waverly was of flinging off Latin 
quotations. All this we emphatiaaily 
deny. Surely the linea have fallen to the 
writer of the review in pleasant places, if 
anything like the above is true in his 
experience.

We read 
“The essayist (subject, the Native Pasto- 
rate) wisely profers ‘ adult converts to school, 
converts:for preachers.’” We should be 
very glad €) know whoreln the wisdom of 
this. prefererice-consists. It seems to us 
that both the essayist and the reviewer are 
mixing up conversion with educatton. If 
it be.said, ome of our school couverts have 
had an education which unfi:s them for the 
work: of the pastorate, we readily admit it ; 
but inthe’ blame not rather to be laid at 
the door of the trainer. than of the trained, 
And to say that men converted at thirty, 
whether ignorant or learned, are to be pre- 
ferred to men converted at thirteen and pro- 
perly trained for their work, till they reach 
the ago when the others were converted, is 
the miost’ absurd idea we have yet seen.

Some able remarks follow on the employ- 
ment of native assistants, and further on 
the essay on “Ancestral Worship” is 
spoken of as ‘characterised by s piquancy 
of language aud a power of generalisation 
that place itin many respects at the head 
of the whole collection. .. .”

It ia not true that shopxeepers 
(except in the more literary places) cau 
write all their business letters in the 
wauguage of the sobools, Of the poasants 
in the greater part of China it would be 
quite true to. suy—‘‘they don’t. know a 
great A from a bull's foot” But we are 
urged_on._ **Not only does the production 
of colloquial versions involve a wsste of 
strength, but in some cases it is u positive 
detriment to the work,” (The italcs’ are 
ours) When we speak of a “* waste of 
strength” we gonerally understand that the 
results are not proportionate with the ex-. 
pense, But surely our writer has ‘never 
learned the colloquial Language of any dis- 
irlot of China, dr Le woul not sp@&k thus, 
:f he is only learned in “the language of 
the schools” we forziv» him this, but wo 
must challenge him to prove the last atate- 
ment, that ‘*in some cases it (ie. the pro- 
duotion of colloquial versions) is a positive 
detriment to the work.” We have often 
heard it remarked by Bible women aud 
visitors that when they begin to read the 
colloquial version of the scriptures to the 
common people, at once they say ‘* Why 
we can undeistand thet, you read just as 
we speak; we have never listened to any- 
thing #0 intelligible before.’ The writer 
continues, ‘In districts. where the standard 
of education is uniformly low [and these in 
our experience are. very numerous}. they 
will be comparatively harmles.(!), In dis- 
triots, again, where the standard of educa- 
.tion is high, and # colloquial jiterature of a 
respeotable order exista, colloquial versions 
will be comparatively harmless, {That is, 
we presume, as compared with the native 
colloquial literature, We fail to see any 
compariso j. But in districts, again, where 
the standard of education is high, and 
where no colloquial Literature exists higher 
in character than the literature of the 
London myaic-halls, the dissemination of 
the colloquial versious must prove sn in- 
¢ilonlable mischief (!).” Such affirmations 
as these ahould be backed up, not by pessl- 
mist views be. kind of rece,tion which 
the literaté will give to these colloquial 
books, but by facts which prove that mis- 
chief has already followed their publica- 
tion, Next follows a most yngusrded state- 
ment with respect to: Romanised versions, 
which we would heartily commend to our 
Amoy friends for consideration and refuta- 
tlon. “*A Romanised version is, after all, 
he adds, an inert and inanimate thing to 
the Chinese mind, and is a more than ques- 
tlonable investment of labour and mone; (!!).

(Translated from our Exchanges.) 

The steamer Diamante, which -arrlved 
here on the 26th December, from Hong- 
kong, brought $190,000 in silver. 

Although wo in Manilasupposed that the 
direct mail service between Spain and the 
Philippines had not been adjudicated, 
because no private telegram wan received’ 
to the effect, the result of the adjudication: 
which has taken plact at Madrid convinces 
us that we were in the wrong. The follow- 
{ng wo find in 9 periodical published at 
Madrid received ‘yesterday (25th),—‘* At 
tho auction held on Monday last, at the 
Ministerlo de Ultramar, for the adjudica- 
tion of the mail steam service between the 
Peninsula ang the Philippine island, the 
most advantageous proposition was that of 
Sr. Marques de Campo, who bound himeolf 
to do it fur the sum of 50,000 pesotas for 
& rouud voyage. The other: proposition 
was,mado by Sr. Anglada for the sum of 
60,000 pesotas ; and the other two mado 
by Srs. Olavo, Larrinaga & Co, (the pre- 
sent contractors of the service), and by Sr. 
J. Gurri, could not be entertained owing to 
thelr not being made in the form published. 
in the @aceta. The proposition of Sra. 
Olano y Larrinaga was for 93,000 pesetas, 
and for 97,500 that of Sr. Gurri, If the 
figures, which we take from Ei Popular, are 
correct, this service is done at a fabulously 
cheap rate, as in our opinion it is worth 
$90,000 for » rouud voyage. It is believed 
here that the servico being adjudicated to 
Sr. Marques de Campo, will be carried on 
in the steamers of: the P, & 0, Oo., or in 
those of the Manfield line ; in either case 
they will be under. the Spanish flag, a3 pro- 
vided in the conditions of the adjudication. 

With regard to the foregoing, a tele- 
gram was recelved at Cadiz, from Madeid, 
on tho 6th Nuvembar last, saying : ‘*Oampo 
obtained the Philippine mail.” 

“ A new daily evening paper called the 
Diario de Filipinas will come out on the 
Ist January 1880. 

Some uneasiness were felt at Albsy with 
regard to the non-ddmittanée of the Spanish 
silver coins choppedin China by some of

’ GRE\T FIRE AT TOKIO. 
- Private advives state-that-one of the most 
fearfally deatruotive fires which, has over 
taken place in Tokio, tho City of Fire, took 
place on the 26th ult, At the date of the 
letter we quote from, 27th December, it 
was impossible to estimate the number of 
houses burnt, but as the fire extended over 
a mile in one direction, and perhaps nearly 
a mile in the opposite direction, there must 


be some thousands of houses. A perfect 


hurricane was blowing at the time, so that 
the fire leapt the canals. and streets; 
nothing could arrest it, As the Japanese 
calebrate the New Year according to the 
English style and make ita rale to buy 
about Christmas time all manner of good 
**chow-chow ” and-clothen, the loss to the 
poor people is something heart-rending, 
and those who suffsred had to bear besides 
the privations attendant on their want of 
food and shelter on a soverely cold and 


miserably dirty night,. A few foreigners |. Atg. 


also were burnt ont and a small portion 
of the foreign settlement was deatroyed.— 
Further intelligence places the number of 
houses destroyed at no less than 6231, and 
the sad extent of the destruction and 
suffering fs rendered more painfal by the 
additional statement that between twenty 
and thirty lives were loat during the fire,”

homeless to-night, They are encamped in 
all the open p aces in the neighbourhood of ~ 
the fire with their household gods around 
them, a fuw mats erected to keep-off the 
wind,—and it is very bitter to-night,—a 
hibachi porbaps a few futon, a chest of 
drawers, a cat, and possibly also a dog. 1t 
would: ba impossible to convey by words 
alone, to anyone who has not seen them, 
the terrible pusition of thease poor creatures, 
suddenly cast adcift in midwinter without. 
the shelter of a roof-tree. A large number 
of them are chi dren of tender aze; many - 
are old and feeble: some, it'ssemed to my, 
were tvo feeble-to carry theic blaakets to 
an open space, and were forced to sit down
